County Finances. 


We have had occasion several times 
to complain of lavish expenditure of 
the county funds, and made few 
friends among the officials thereby. 

complaint was honest, however, 
and intended for the general good and 
net personal correction. We do not 
believe that any county officer is 
guilty of dishonesty, but we do believe 
that a large amount of money has 
melted away in a very short time. 
Last January we had $50,000 hard 
coin in the treasury. Now we are in 
debt, and it does seem to us that this 
exhibit is not flattering. We have 
a as that taxes might be reduced, 
judging from the previous years and 
the money accufulated’, but’ ‘now it 
appears that taxes must be raised or 
expenses reduced. At the present 


rate of expenditure the county will be 


using scrip in June next, and all: this 
with $60,000 to begin with and a 
marked increase in taxable property. 
This is certainly a subject which in- 
- terests every man in this county. .We 
have foreseen the result and warned 
those in authority of certain steps 
which were necessary to prevent this 
result. No attention has been paid to 
these suggestions, and at the present 
rate taxpayers are beginning to inquire 
how long they are to be disregarded. 
The county is not more orderly than 
last year. Noone department is ad- 
ministered more efficiently, and many 
* Jess so. How is it, then, that our ex- 
penses have increased so rapidly? 

If the Justice Court is eating more 
than its share, let us know it. If the 
District Court has been too expensive, 
let us tell the people. If fees are too 
high and officers are paid for the per- 
formance:of trivial duties, let. the peo- 
ple know it; for they. have paid high 
taxes, and, prospectively, will have 
them to pay again. 

The present Grand Jury has an im- 
portant work to perform in telling the 
_ taxpayers where their meney has gone 
and what it has purchased. We be- 
lieve that some of it has been wasted, 
and unless the Grand Jury reaches the 
merits of the case, we shall undertake 
an investigation ourselves, in the hope 
that certain men may be convinced 
that honest opinions are worth heed- 


ing. 


Too Much Business. 


As a general thing we oppose a mil- 
lionaire because he is a monstrosity, 
something which was never contem- 
plated in any justlaw governing man’s 
relations. But we are very glad that 
Wm. Sharon isa millionaire because 
that is the reason which will prevent 
him from attending the extra session 
of Congress. There has been some 
complaint. upon the score, and we 
think it unjust. There is no reason 
for objection to his absence, which 
would not be greatly overmatched by 
the annoyance arising from his pres- 
ence in the halls of Congress, 

He is not the representative of this 
State, nor of any countytherein. He 
has no interest in its welfare, nor has 
he the respect of its citizens, hence we 
can see no special honors to be gained 
through Senator Sharon’s attendance 
in Congress. The State did not make 
&@ good sale when Sharen went to Con- 
gress, and the only fortunate circum- 
stance which has grown outof it has 
been his inability to attend. We 
hope his prosperity may multiply so 
largely that he may forget to call him- 
self tle Senator from Nevada. 


The Gift Enterprises in San Fran- 
cisco have come to grief at. last, and 
all owing to a little miscalculation. 
Orfe Geo, Collins was supposed to be 
a friend of the management and was 
favored with a gift. Geo. was proud 
of his present and neglected to return 
it as was customary. He was arrestcd 
charged with larceny, and now the 
gift business languishes. 

Late official statistics shiva that the 
net ordinary expenses of the gevern- 
ment for the last fiscal year, not in- 
cluding interest, were $146,454,000, 
‘many items however growing eut of 
the war. This is $18,000,000less than 
the net ordinary expenses of last year, 
$25,000,000 less than those of 1875, 
and (ei 000 less than those - 
1874,

Review oF THE Miirary Srrva- 
tion.—London, Oct. 2d.—Another 
week shows little change at the seat of 
war. As the capture of Richmond 
was indispensable to the collapse of 
the rebellion, so the capture of Plevna 
appears to be indispensable to the suc- 


cess of the Russian campaign. While 
the Russian officers who stubbornly 
maintain its siege continue confident 
that it will fall into their hands, the 
better opinion is that this result ‘must 
follow from Turkish weakness rather 
than Russian strength. There are 
many indications that the Sultan has 
already put forth his supreme effort, 
and has nothing further in reserve; 
and yet his three armies are now able 
to take the offensive at the same time 
and so ¢rush the invader; that the 
Turkish plan of campaign fias utterly 
failed of execution, and its hour of 
success is now believed to have 
Bulgaria is completely exhausted of 
army supplies. This is clearly dis- 
closed by the retreat of Mehemit Ali 
beyond the Black Lom for want of 
supplies. If this be his condition, men 
withstanding his nearness to the 
depots of Shumla and Rustchuk, nd | ™ 
his control of the Varna and Danube 
railroad, Suleiman and Osman Pasha 
must be in still worse straits.
